without even so much as mumblini 
a final word of farewell. Although 
his career was marked with bank 
robberies and jail breaks, Pierpon' 
was- executed for the crime of mur- 
dering Sheriff Jess L. Sarber of Al- 
len county, Ohio, just a year ago 
Friday.

Stoll at Louisville following his ar- 
rest in an apartment here where lay 
the unclothed body of a murdered 
woman. 


Annan was held under close guard 


at Gresham police station while au- 
thorities questioned him about re- 
cent trips he had made to Louisville. 
Federal agents expressed belief the 
suspect had some knowledge of the 
Stoll abduction. 


Found beaten to death on a couch 


in the apartment was the nude body 
of Mrs. Ottilia Werner Griffin, 55, of 
Eau Claire, Wis. 


In searching the apartment police 


found a note written .to Annan from 
a sister, Ruth Annan, 1603 S. Fourth 
street, Louisville, Ky,, which -said: 


"Mrs. Stoll has not been released." 
Annan denied all knowledge of the 


kidnaping, but he admitted having 
been in Louisville until Oct. 10, the 
day Mrs. Stoll was abducted from 
her home, federal agents said.

These are: If the age 
is under 70 years; if the appli- 
cant is not a citizen of the United 
States: If the applicants is resident 
in s. public reform or correctional 
Institution; if the applicant has 
been a professional tramp or begger 
at any time during the preceding 
two years. 


Unless the applicant Is obviously 


ineligible on one of 
these

points, decision as to his eligibility 
cannot be rendered until after the 
formal Investigation been completed. 


Need Accuracy 


Application blanks Inaccurately 


or Incompletely filled out will be 
returned to the applicant for the 
necessary corrections. 


The Old Age Assistance Act re- 


quires that the applicant shall have 
resided in the Commonwealth for 
at least 15 years immediately pre- 
ceding date of application or for a 
total of forty years at least five 
of which have immediately preceded 
the application. 


The instructions do not require 
that the applicant shall fill out the 
application with his own hand, -but 
it is necessary that' he affix 
his 
signature or mark in ink or with 
indelible pencil. If a mark Is used, 
the name should' also be. given In 
lull and the mark, accompanied by 
the words "his (or her) mark."

He was committed for 
brief period to the State Hospital 
for the Insane at Nashville. Upon 
his release, his father pleaded with 
his friends, C. C. Stoll, to give his 
son a new start in life. 


He was employed in a filling sta- 


tion in Louisville owned by the Stoll 
Oil Refining Company. It was re- 
ported he nursed a grudge against 
the Stoll family when he left their 
employ after being turned down for 
promotion. 


Several years following, Robinson 


worked for a bridge company. He 
has been unemployed recently.

In instructions to its field work­ 
ers, the division of assistance of the 
State Department of Welfare em­ 
phatically stresses the importance 
of strict care in filling out the appli­ 
cation blanks correctly. 
County boards have been advised 
to build up card files of all appli­ 
cants to serve as a master file of 
preliminary applications received by 
both the local and 
State 
office. 
Three copies of 
the 
application 
blank will be mailed to each pro­ 
spective pensioner. 
No Pencils 
Applications will not be accepted 
if filled out in pencil. 
There are four points upon which 
an applicant can be declared in­ 
eligible for Old Age Assistance on 
the basis of the facts on the appli­ 
cation blank. These are: If the age 
is under 70 years; if the appli­ 
cant is not a citizen of the United 
States; if the applicants is resident 
in a public reform or correctional 
institution; 
if the applicant has 
been a professional tramp or begger 
at any time during the preceding 
two years. 
Unless the applicant is obviously 
ineligible on one of 
these 
four 
points, decision as to his eligibility 
cannot be rendered until after the 
formal investigation been completed. 
Need Accuracy 
Application 
blanks 
inaccurately 
or incompletely filled out will be 
returned to the applicant for the 
necessary corrections. 
The Old Age Assistance Act re­ 
quires that the applicant shall have 
resided In the Commonwealth for 
at least 15 years immediately pre­ 
ceding date of application or for a 
total of forty years at least five 
of which have immediately preceded 
the application. 
The instructions do not require 
that the applicant shall fill out the 
application with his own hand, but 
it is necessary that he affix 
his 
signature or mark in ink or with 
indelible pencil. If a mark is used, 
the name should also be given in 
full and the mark accompanied by 
the words “his (or her) mark.” 
When the applications are com­ 
pleted they are to be returned in 
triplicate to the county office and 
the case is then ready for investi­ 
gation.

Mrs. Stoll said that during her 
six days of imprisonment she was 
given sufficient food and wTas per­ 
mitted generally to sleep in a bed. 
She had been given outer garments 
in place of her pajamas and negli­ 
gee which she wore when kidnaped. 
She said that when Robinson left 
thé* apartment, he would strike her, 
tie her up and put her in a closet. 
When an automobile brought her 
back to her threshhold, Berry Stoll, 
her husband, rushed out and carried 
her inside. 
Mrs. William Speed, her mother, 
one of Kentucky’s richest women, 
together with C. C. Stoll, her father- 
in-law, head of the Stoll Oil Re­

The festive atmosphere continued 
until the Stoll family physician sug­ 
gested that Mrs. Stoll should go to 
bed. 
“I feel all right, but I am very 
tired,” she said.

Kidnaper Had Been In Asylum 
Robinson, a former law student 
at Vanderbilt University in Ten­ 
nessee, had been arrested several 
times on charges of impersonating 
an officer, burglary and attacking 
women. 
He was committed for a 
brief period to the State Hospital 
for the Insane at Nashville. 
Upon 
his release, his father pleaded with 
his friends, C. C. Stoll, to give his 
son a new start in life. 
He was employed in a filling sta­ 
tion in Louisville owned by the Stoll 
Oil Refining Company. It was re­ 
ported he nursed a grudge against 
the Stoll family when he left their 
employ after being turned down for 
promotion. 
Several years following, Robinson 
worked for a bridge company. 
He 
has been unemployed recently. 
The ransom note left behind indi­ 
cated that Robinson originally in­ 
tended to kidnap C. C. Stoll 
but 
later changed his mind. 
A Chicago angle of the kidnaping 
inquiry developed with the question­ 
ing in the Illinois

an apartment with the body of a 
murdered woman. 
A note was found in the apart­ 
ment referring to the Stoll kidnap­ 
ing case. 
Federal agents are seeking Ruth 
Annan, a sister, of Louisville,

The machine wanted was believed, 
to have been used by Robinson in 
the kidnaping of Mrs. Stoll.

! them. The money was not called for 
until Tuesday. 
Harold Nathan, head of the de­ 
partment of justice agents working 
on the case, said

Robinson turned the package over 
to the wife of his son. 
On Saturday, while the ransom 
money was still awaiting a claimant, 
a note was received by Berry Stoll 
from his kidnaped wife. The note 
said that the victim was in good 
health but had been unable to sleep 
since being taken away. An inclosure 
of one of the diamond rings of Mrs. 
Stoll accompanied' the message. 
On Monday a telephone call was 
received by Robinson, and a letter, 
directing the money must be turned 
over to Mrs. Robinson.

train to give it to her husband. She 
was trailed on a

RE-ELECTION corn-hog checks have gone out to the amount 


of $114,654,000. 
Government figures are of October 10 


date. 
There remains for distribution about $18,000,000 of 


these first payments. 
The contract signers receiving the checks 


number 1,249,600. ' That is a goodly army. 
Democratic politi- 


cal leadership in Washington is evidently expecting the recipi- 
ents to show their gratitude through their votes. 


While the government is handing over the money, it relies 


upon processing taxes to restore it to the treasury. A processing 
tax, as everyone should know by this time, is a tax levied upon 
the manufacturer of certain farm products, and for the most part 
it is passed along to the consumer. 


In the case of hogs and corn, the contracting producer 


agrees to restrict corn, acreage and limit hog growing propor- 
tionately. 
For so doing he is paid—paid for idleness—and the 


taxpayer foots the bill. 


Just haw does this work out for the state of Pennsylvania? 


Pennsylvania is victimized. Of the £l14,654,000 that the farm 
administration is mailing in the form of checks, the insignificant 
sum of $31,000 is returned to individual corn and hog fanners 
of this state, a mere drop in the bucket. 
I 


But the taxes taken from the state to furnish bounties for 


other commonwealths, the heavy bounties going' westward, 
would fill the bucket many times over. • 


THE REAL OBJECTIVE 


Totalling now 17 million, the number of persons on federal, state 


and local relief rolls in the country is expected to reach 20 millions be- 
fore the winter is over. This is one sixth of the country's population. 


Notwithstanding the impressiveness; of such a figure, Donald R. 


Richberg, head of the administration's policy committee, offers the as- 
surance that "the burden of federal relief this winter, despite an un- 
precedented load of drought relief, should be far less than- tho last win- 
ter." 
While this is contrary to many of the forecasts that recently have 


been made, it is none the less heartening to the extent that it is due to 
the reason mentioned, "constructive measures which have helped to re- 
vive private business.'.' 


That must be the real way out. The necessity of relief cannot be 


questioned, although there may be difference of opinion as to methods. 
But the urgency of doing everything possible to aid the recovery and 
expansion of business and of thus absorbing the unemployed is even 
more plain. 


Relief whatever its form, is the temporary expedient. Increasing 


employment for the millions now idle must be the permanent objective. 


THEIR VIEWS ALIKE 


Sir Roger Keyes, British admiral of the fleet, after a visit to the 


United States during which he talked with American naval officials and 
others, including the president, expressed himself optimistically with re- 
•pect to a complete naval understanding between Great Britain and the 
United States. 


His visit as well as his opinions are important in view of the world 


naval conference scheduled to be held next year. Sir Roger was head 
of the Dover patrol in the World War and also had a part in the battle 
of Zeebrugge. It is more than likely that the subject of the 1935 naval 
conference was treated during his talks in Washington and that some of 
the present troublesome questions relating to this received attention. 


"Like the United States," he said on departing in discussing gen- 


eral naval policies, "Great'Britain .must have a sufficient number of 
light ships—cruisers—to guard our trade routes and overseas posses- 
sions. I have spent several days at Washington discussing matters with 
American naval officers, and I am happy to say that we found ourselves 
in complete agreement of views." 


This doesn't necessarily mean that there will be no points of dif- 


ference between his country and this one in discussions at the naval con- 
ference. It seems to indicate very clearly, nevertheless, that generally the 
two nations are in accord on major issues. 


With Great Britain and the United States standing together, other 


nations may be led to think twice before causing failure of the confer- 
ence and throwing the world into competitive naval races.

THKEE-LETTERS 
I SAW TWO letters—and I imag- 
ine a third. 


The one I did not see was the 
second letter, but I know that it 
was, in its way, a victory as great 
as any Napoleon ever won on a bat- 
tlefield of Europe. 


The first letter was bitterly criti- 


cal, written to a friend of mine who 
did not deserve it. 
It assailed him 


sarcastically, 
abused his motives, 


his life, his public and his personal 
point of view. . . . It was the sort of 
letter that makes your face red and 
your ears burn and sends your blood 
pressure up, just the reading of it, 
even if it isn't written to you. . . . 
You wonder how any human being 
can sit down before a desk 
and 


write that sort of letter to a strang- 
er. • And you wonder how, after it 
is written, a writer can put it in the 
mailbox and send it away. 


The second letter, the one I can 


only imagine, was written by the 
man who received that harsh and 
bitter letter. ... He waited until his 
natural resentment had died a little, 
and then he wrote a simple, friend- 
ly letter in reply, 
admitting 
his 


faults, explaining what he was try- 
ing to do, hoping his critic would 
understand that he was, after all, 
just a fallible human being. . . . As 
I said, I didn't see that answer. I 
am reconstructing it imaginatively. 
The way the scientists do when they 
discover a jaw bone and a leg of a 
dinosaur and reconstruct the whole 
skeleton for a museum. 


The third letter was 
different 


from, that first one. . . . It apolo- 
gized. It was friendly, human, heart 
.warming. A brave letter, a good 
one. 
It petitioned for friendship 


and understanding and made you 
wish to know the woman who wrote 
it, made you understand, somehow, 
that this letter was the mirror of 
the real self of the writer and that 
the other embittered one was the 
distorted reflection of her person- 
ality. 


And this is why it sems to me 


the victory won by that second let- 
ter was greater than any of Na- 
poleon's. 
It would have been so 


easy to write a harsh letter in an- 
swer to that abusive one. So easy 
to have crumpled it and thrown it 
away. . . . That, I'm afraid, is what 
I'd havs done. But, instead, that 
man rose superior to his antagonist 
and superior to the lesser part of 
himself and won, by that victory—a 
friend for life. 


COLLEGE INCOME DROPS 


American colleges and universities are feeling the pinch. Many 


studsnts are financially unable to continue their studies at this time, 
tuitions and other fees are unpaid, endowments and other gifts are fall- 
ing off and invested funds are bringing in less income. Yale university's 
revenue will fall half a million dollars short of the normal expenditures 
this year, and that school is no exception. 


This will compel abandonment of many expansion and building 


programs and the postponement of costly faculty and 
curriculum 


changes. In some institutions it means the students must endure for a 
Jew years more dormitory and other facilities.no longer considered ade- 
quate and suitable. New stadiums and gymnasiums will be a rarity. Fac- 
ulty members will continue underpaid. 


The question arises whether the institutions of higher learning 


have not been a little too prosperous for the good of the students. Cer- 
tainly university life can no longer be called the simple or ascetic life 
once thought so conducive to scholarship. It lias little in common with 
monastic life led by the scolars of old. Plain living is said to make 
strong men. It places n premium on fortitude and emphasizes the les- 
son that if ease is desired, it must be won by hard work. 


It would-not be accurate to say that the average university student is 


living in the lap of luxury. Dormitories may be palaces externally and 
still encompass bare rooms and corridors cold and unadorned.

Dollar Devaluation—When ? 
Prices "Too Low" Yet Too High 
Unemployment Remains Vital Factor

NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—Maybe 


there was more truth than poetry 
in Senator Robert Bulkley's mis- 
cue. 
The Ohio senator, it will be 


recalled, when emerging from the 
White House advanced the opinion 
that the dollar would be devalued 
further. Such a statement coming 
from an administration member of 
the senate banking committee was 
considered 
authentic. 
But 
both 
the White House and Senator Bulk- 
ley soon made it clear that the sen- 
ator was cogitating on the distant 
future—and that surmises remained 
merely surmises. 


Behind 
the 
senator's 
surmise, 


nevertheless, there are some potent 
facts. 


The chief potent fact is congress. 
Another potent fact is the refusal 


of commodity prices to stand up ex- 
cept by unnatural processes. 


And, dangerous as well as potent, 


is the again increasing number of 
check that rise by artificial stimu- 
lants (such as inflation). 
* * * 


PRICES 


The rise 
in 
commodity prices 
since March, 1933, has been approx- 
imately 30 per cent. That is tre- 
mendous. 


But, no matter how painful it may 


be to the consumer, it still is far 
short of the goal for the producer. 


According to the United States 


bureau of labor index, wholesale 
commodity prices still are only 77 
per cent of the 1926 goal, which was 
the announced aim. 


Concerning this great movement 


of prices, the New Yf -: Sun finan- 
cial column remarks: 


"That rise, it is clear enough, has 


been too rapid for the slow-moving 
wage and income increase, with the 
result that the higher cost of liv- 
ing is reducing real wages and high- 
er retail prices are tending to hold 
down consumption. 


"Prom the standpoint of business, 


nevertheless, the course of prices 
over the past four months has not 
been favorable, if by that is meant 
strength. 
The gain since the end 


of May has been entirely in the farm 
products and food sections. 


"Farm products have hardened, on 


the indext 
number, from 60.1 10 


72.8 per cent. 
Pood prices have 


risen from 67.4 to 76 per cent. All 
commodities other than those two 
groups have dropped from 79' 
to 


78.4 per cent. 


"What is essential 
to 
business 
stability is not change in prices so 
much as a proper relationship be- 
tween groups. 


"Farm country troubles spring 


largely from the disparity existing 
between the prices of goods the 
farmers have to sell and those they 
have to buy." 


That is true of every other de- 


gree of the population, except that 
the average wage earner has ob- 
tained no increase to meet the in- 
creased costs. And that applies to 
the average man in business, too— 
other than the "monopolies." 


And even the farmers had no real 


gain (except government bounty). 
The drought destroyed most of 
their crops.

WHY 
DEVALUATION? 


Why is there likely to be de- 
valuation? 


Well, the government is discarding 
as unsatisfactory price fixing and 
price pegging. 


Instead, it is flooding the nation 


with money and credit. That is like- 
ly to speed up production—unnat- 
urally, of course—and once more 
prices will give way and employ- 
ment will fall. 


Then the demand for further de- 


valuation will be too strong to re- 
sist. The majority in congress will 
be for inflation.* * * 
UNEMPLOYMENT 


In the meantime, unemployment 
remains the vital factor—the really 
vital factor. 


If, as Stalin, Soviet dictator avers, 


American capitalists desire a large 
"rdservoir" of unemployed, upon 
which to draw, they have it now. 
But they are "scared to death" over 
it. 


It is not employed men who gain 


social revolutions, but unemployed 
men. 


In the end, the American em- 


ployer may accede to a co-operative 
state. The word now frightens liim 
as much as revolution. Yet, if prices 
collapse once more, there may be an 
endeavor to return to the more, 
primitive, the co-operative exchange 
of labor and of goods. The complex- 
structure that has been built up 
around trade and finance will have 
to be simplified. It is too nerve- 
wracking and too shaky- even, for 
those who built it up. 


Labor, however, will oppose a co- 


operative state as fascism unless it 
is a co-operative state that includes 
labor as an actual functioning part- 
ner.

father as a boy, she began, at 16 a 
long career which included affairs 
with two marquises, two marshals of 
France, Prince Conde the Great, 
numerous other dignitaries. 


Mme. de Maintenon, mistress to 


King Louis XIV, paid tribute to her 
as France's greatest woman, invited 
her to live at Versailles. The cele- 
brated Queen Christina of Sweden 
traveled to Paris just to sec her, 
and declared she saw nothing there 
more attractive than Lenclos—then 
40 years old. Great families seat

RE-ELECTION corn-hog checks have gone out to the amount 


of $114,654,000. 
Government figures are of October 10 


date. 
There remains for distribution about $18,000,000 of 


these first payments. The contract signers receiving the checks 
number 1,249,600. ' That is a goodly army. Democratic politi- 
cal leadership in Washington is evidently expecting the recipi- 
ents to show their gratitude through their votes. 


While the government is handing over the money, it relies 


upon processing taxes to restore it to the treasury. A processing 
tax, as everyone should know by this time, is a tax levied upon 
the manufacturer of certain farm products, and for the most part 
it is passed along to the consumer. 


In the case of hogs and corn, the contracting producer 


agrees to restrict corn, acreage and limit hog growing propor- 
tionately. For so doing he is paid—paid for idleness—and the 
taxpayer foots the bill. 


Just haw does this work out for the state of Pennsylvania? 


Pennsylvania is victimized. Of the $114,654,000 that the farm 
administration is mailing in the form of checks, the insignificant 
sum of $31,000 is returned to individual com and hog farmers 
of this state, a mere drop in the bucket. 


But the taxes taken from the state to furnish bounties for 


other commonwealths, the heavy bounties going- westward, 
would fill the bucket many times over. • 


THE REAL OBJECTIVE 


Totalling now 17 million, the number of persons 011 federal, state 


and local relief rolls in the country is expected to reach 20 millions be- 
fore the winter is over. This is one sixth of th» country's population. 


Notwithstanding the impressivenesn; of such a figure, Donald R. 


Richberg, head of the administration's policy committee, offers the as- 
surance that "the burden of federal relief this winter, despite an un- 
precedented load of drought relief, should be far less than the last win- 
ter." 
While this is contrary to many of the forecasts that recently have 


been made, it is none the less heartening to the extent that it is due to 
the reason mentioned, "constructive measures which have helped to re- 
vive private business.'; • 


That must be the real way out. The necessity of relief cannot be 


questioned, although there may be difference 01 opinion as to methods. 
But the urgency of doing everything possible to aid the recovery and 
expansion of business and of thus absorbing the unemployed is even 
more plain. 


Relief whatever its form, is the temporary expedient. Increasing 


employment for the millions now idle must be the permanent objective. 


THEIR VIEWS ALIKE 


Sir Roger Keyes, British admiral of the fleet, after a visit to the 


United States during which he talked with American naval officials and 
others, including the president, expressed himself optimistically with re- 
•pect to B complete naval understanding between Great Britain and the 
United States. 


His visit as well as his opinions are important in view of the world 


naval conference scheduled to be held next year. Sir Roger was head 
of the Dover patrol in the World War and also had a part in the battle 
of Zeebrugge. It is more than likely that the subject of the 1935 naval 
conference was treated during his talks in Washington, and that some of 
the present troublesome questions relating to this received attention. 


"Like the United States," he said on departing in discussing gen- 


eral naval policies, "Great'Britain .must have a sufficient number of 
light ships—cruisers—to guard our trade routes and overseas posses- 
sions. I have spent several days at Washington discussing matters with 
American naval officers, and I am happy to say that we found ourselves 
in complete agreement of views." 


This doesn't necessarily mean that there will be no points of dif- 


ference between his country and this one in discussions at the naval con- 
ference. It seems to indicate very clearly, nevertheless, that generally the 
two nations are In accord on major issues. 


With Great Britain and the United States standing together, other 


nations may be led to think twice before causing failure of the confer- 
ence and throwing the world into competitive naval races. 


COLLEGE INCOME DROPS 


American colleges and universities are feeling the pinch. Many 


students are financially unable to continue their studies at this time, 
tuitions and other fees are unpaid, endowments and other gifts are fall- 
ing off and invested funds are bringing in less Income. Yale university's 
revenue will fall half a million dollars short of the normal expenditures" 
this year, and that school is no exception. 


This will compel abandonment of many expansion and building 


programs and the 
postponement of 
costly 
faculty and 
curriculum 


changes. In some institutions 1t means the students must endure for a 
few years more dormitory and other facilities-no longer considered ade- 
quate and suitable. New stadiums and gymnasiums will be a rarity. Fac- 
ulty members will continue underpaid. 


The question arises whether the institutions of higher learning 


have not been a little too prosperous for the good of the students. Cer- 
tainly university life can no longer be called Lhe simple or ascetic life 
once thought so conducive to scholarship. It lias little in common with 
monastic life led by the scolars of old. Plain living is said to make 
strong men. It places a premium on fortitude and emphasizes the les- 
son that if ease is desired, it must be won by hard work. 


It would-not be accurate to say that the average university student Is 


living in the lap of luxury. Dormitories may be palaces externally and 
still encompass bare rooms and corridors cold and unadorned.

The third letter was 
different 


from that first one. . . . It apolo- 
gized. It was friendly, human, heart 
warming. 
A brave letter, a good 


one. 
It petitioned for friendship 


and understanding and made you 
wish to know the woman who wrote 
it, made you understand, somehow, 
that this letter was the mirror of 
the real self of the writer and that 
the other embittered one was the 
distorted reflection of her person- 
ality. 


And this is why it sems to me 


the victory won by that second let- 
ter was greater than any of Na- 
poleon's. 
It would have been so 


easy to write a harsh letter in an- 
swer to that abusive one. So easy 
to have crumpled it and thrown it 
away. . . .

The rise in 
commodity prices

"From the standpoint of business, 
nevertheless, the course of prices 
over the past four months has not 
been favorable, if by that is meant 
strength. The gain since the end 
jf May has been entirely in the farm 
jroducts and food sections. 


"Farm products have hardened, on 


;he indext number, from 60.1 to 
72.8 per cent. 
Food prices have 


risen from 67.4 to 76 per cent. All 
commodities other than those two 
groups have dropped from 79" 
to 


78.4 per cent. 


"What is essential to 
business 


stability is not change in prices so 
nuch as a proper relationship be- 
tween groups. 


"Farm country troubles spring 


argely from the disparity existing

Why is there likely to be de-

That is like- 
ly to speed up production—unnat- 
urally, of course—and once more 
prices will give way and employ- 
ment will fall. 


Then the demand for further de- 


valuation will be too strong to re- 
sist.

UNEMPLOYMENT 


In the meantime, unemployment 


remains the vital factor—the really 
vital factor. 


If, as Stalin. Soviet dictator avers, 


American capitalists desire a large 
"reservoir" 
of unemployed, upon 


which to draw, they have it now. 
But they are "scared to death." over 
It. 


It is not employed men who gain 


social revolutions, but unemployed 
men. 


In the end, the American em- 


ployer may accede to a. co-operative 
state. The word now frightens him 
as much as revolution. Yet, if prices 
collapse once more, there may be an 
endeavor to return to the morei 
Drimitive, the co-operative exchange 
of labor and of goods. The complex 
structure that has been built up 
around trade and finance will have 
to be simplified. 
It is too nerve- 


wracktag and too shaky- even for 
those who built it up. 


Labor, however, will oppose a co- 


operative state as fascism unless it 
Is a co-operative state that includes 
labor as an actual functioning part- 
ner.

H05—Ninon de Lenclos (Long-klo), 
celebrated as a beauty and courted 
by the great men of Europe until 
the year of her death, died at ths 
age of 90. 


Brought up by her widowered 


father as a boy, she began at 16 a 
long career which included affairs 
with two marquises, two marshals of 
France, Prince Conde the Great, 
numerous other dignitaries. 
1 Mine, de Maintenon, mistress to 
King Louis XIV, paid tribute to her 
as France's greatest woman, invited 
her to live at Versailles. The cele- 
brated Queen Christina of Sweden 
traveled to Paris just to see her. 
and declared she saw nothing there 
more attractive than Lenclos—then 
40 years old. Great families sent 
their sous and daughters to learn 
the social graces In 
the 
Lenclos 


salon, where such as La Rochefou- 
cauld, Moliere, La Brupare 
and 


Mme. de Sevigne gathered. 


When she was middle-aged, one 


Lord Villiere, 19. who did not know 
he was her son, fell in love with her, 
begged her to marry him, and blew 
out his brains when she revealed 
their relationship. 


Oct. 17, 1777—Gen. John Burgoyne 


surrendered his army to Saratoga, 
N. Y., and Americans didn't know 
what to do with the captives! 


The 4,000 Britons and Germans 


gave their parole not to serve agsin 
In arms against 
Americans, 
and 


were started toward Boston to be 
embarked for England. But evidence 
quickly came to light that Burgoyne 
and his troops were violating their 
word of honor, and Gen. Washing- 
ton ordered them be held until the 
British 
government 
ratified 
the 


terms of the capitulation. 


The 
die-hard 
Tories wouldn't 


recognize the American government 
as a lawful body, and blocked the 
ratification; so the troops remained 
In Idleness in America for five years.

PENNSYLVANIA A TAX VICTIM 
P 


RE-ELECTION corn-hog checks have gone out to the am ount 
of $ 1 14,654 ,000. 
G overnm ent figures are of O ctober 10 
date. 
There remains for distribution about $ 18,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 of 
these first payments. 
The contract signers receiving the checks 
num ber 1,249,600. ’ T h at is a goodly army. 
Democratic politi­ 
cal leadership in W ashington is evidently expecting the recipi­ 


ents to show their gratitude through their votes. 
While the governm ent is handing over the money, it relies 
upon processing taxes to restore it to the treasury. 
A processing 
tax, as everyone should know by this time, is a tax levied upon 
the m anufacturer of certain farm products, and for the most part 


it is passed along to the consumer. 
In the case of hogs and corn, the contracting producer 
agrees to restrict corn, acreage and limit hog growing prop or­ 
tionately. 
For so doing he is paid— paid for idleness-—and the 


taxpayer foots the bill. 
Just haw does this work out for the state of Pennsylvania? 
Pennsylvania is victimized. 
O f the $ 1 1 4 ,6 5 4 ,0 0 0 that the farm 
administration is mailing in the form of checks, the insignificant 
sum of $ 3 1 ,0 0 0 is returned to individual corn and hog farmers 


of this state, a mere drop in the bucket. 
But the taxes taken from the state to furnish bounties for 
other commonwealths, the heavy bounties going westward, 


would fill the bucket m any times over. 


THE REAL OBJECTIVE 
Totalling now 17 million, the num ber of person« on federal, state 
and local relief rolls in the country is expected to reach 20 millions be­ 
fore the w inter is over. This is one sixth of the country’s population. 
N otw ithstanding the impressiveness, of such a figure, Donald ft. 
Richberg, head of the adm inistration’s policy committee, offers the as­ 
surance th a t “the burden of federal relief this w inter, despite an un ­ 
precedented load of drought relief, should be far less th a n the last win­ 
ter.“ W hile this is contrary to m any of the forecasts th a t recently have 
been m ade, it is none the less heartening to the extent th a t it is due to 
the reason m entioned, “constructive measures which have helped to re ­ 
vive private business.” 
T h at m ust be the real way out. 
The necessity of relief cannot be 
Questioned, although there may be difference of opinion as to methods. 
B ut the urgency of doing everything possible to aid the recovery and 
expansion of business and of thus absorbing the unemployed is even 
more plain. 
Relief whatever its form, is the tem porary expedient. 
Increasing 
employment for the millions now idle m ust be the perm anent objective.

I SAW TWO letters—and I im ag­ 
ine a third. 
The one I did not see was the 
second letter, but I know th at 
it 
was, in its way, a victory as great 
as any Napoleon ever won on a b at­ 
tlefield of Europe.

The th ird letter was 
different 
from th a t first one. . . . It apolo­ 
gized. It was friendly, hum an, h eart 
warming. 
A brave letter, a good 
one. 
It petitioned for friendship 
and understanding and m ade you 
wish to know the woman who wrote 
it, made you understand, somehow, 
th a t this letter was the m irror of 
the real self of the w riter and th a t 
the other em bittered one was the 
distorted reflection of her person­ 
ality. 
And this is why it sems to me 
the victory won by th a t second let­ 
ter was greater th an any of N a­ 
poleon’s. 
It would have been so 
easy to write a harsh letter in a n ­ 
swer to th at abusive one.

PRICES 
The rise 
in 
commodity prices 
since March, 1933, has been approx­ 
imately 30 per cent. 
T hat is tre ­ 
mendous. 
But, no m atter how painful it may 
be to the consumer, it still is far 
short of the goal for the producer. 
According to the United States 
bureau of labor index, wholesale 
commodity prices still are only 77 
per cent of the 1926 goal, which was 
the announced aim. 
Concerning this great movement 
of prices, the New Y r ’ Sun finan­ 
cial column rem arks: 
“T hat rise, it is clear enough, has 
been too rapid for the slow-moving 
wage and income increase, with the 
result th a t the higher cost of liv­ 
ing is reducing real wages and high­ 
er retail prices are tending to hold 
down consumption. 
“From the standpoint of business, 
nevertheless, the course of prices 
over the past four m onths has not 
been favorable, if by th at is m eant 
strength. 
The gain since the end 
of May has been entirely in the farm 
products and food sections. 
“Farm products have hardened, on 
the indext 
num ber, 
from 60.1 to 
72.8 per cent. 
Food prices have 
risen from 67.4 to 76 per cent. 
All 
commodities other th an those two 
groups have dropped from 79 
to 
78.4 per cent. 
“W hat is essential 
to 
business 
stability is not change in prices so 
m uch as a proper relationship be­ 
tween groups. 
“Farm 
country 
troubles 
spring 
largely from the disparity existing 
between the prices of goods the 
farm ers have to sell and those they 
have to buy.” 
T hat is true of every other de­ 
gree of the population, except th at 
the average wage earner has ob­ 
tained no increase to m eet the in ­ 
creased costs. 
And th at applies to 
the average m an in business, too— 
other th an the “monopolies.” 
And even the farm ers had no real 
gain (except government bounty).

In the m eantim e, unemployment 
rem ains the vital factor—the really 
vital factor.

B ut they are “scared to death” over 
it. 
It is not employed men who gain 
social revolutions, but unemployed 
men. 
In the end, the American em ­ 
ployer may accede to a co-operative 
state.

Yet, if prices 
collapse once more, there m ay be an 
endeavor to return to the more, 
primitive, the co-operative exchange 
of labor and of goods.

The Governor 


Says 


What Is Going On 
In Harrisburg— 
And Why 
. 


By GIFFORD PINCHOT 
Governor of Pennsylvania 


We had a minimum of disorder 


and violence In Pennsylvania dur- 
ing the recent textile strike. 


The reason we didn't have nearly 


the trouble they had in a lot of 
states was that workers and em- 
ployers alike know that the state 
police are fair and will not stand 
for violence, no matter who is to 
blame. 


The state police -in Pennsylvania 
are just as ready to arrest trouble- 
making deputy sheriffs in the em- 
ploy of companies as they are to ar- 
rest strikers who resort to violence. 
And the state police are just as 
ready to defend the rights of the 
workers to free speech and free as- 
sembly as they are to protect the 
property of mill owners from dam- 
age. 


In the first place, the state police 
never go around looking for trouble. 
Except when sudden violence breaks 
out, they do not interfere in strike 
troubles until the sheriff 
of 
the 


county in which the trouble is oc- 
curring asks for help. And when 
they do go in they take over the en- 
tire situation. 
The first thing the state police do 
when they take over a situation is 
to get in contact with the local 
leaders of the strikers and come to 
an unde.-standing with them as to 
what is peaceful picketing and what 
is not. At the same time the gen- 
eral leaders of the strike get in 
touch with their local men and ar- 
range with them for 
cooperation 
with the state police, in this way 
we have succeeded In avoiding much 
violence that would otherwise have 
taken place. 


The state police represent the law. 


They make it clear both to the em- 
ployes and to the employers that 
they are against disorder and vio- 
lence, no matter from what source, 
and their intervention has been ex- 
ceedingly effective. No other, state 
has equalled the record of Pennsyl- 
vania in. the avoidance of violence 
in this strike. 
| 


During the whole of .this great 
textile strike only one man was in- 
jured' by state police. That1 man 
had his wrist broken in a scuffle 
when resisting an officer. He was 
one of only -about 25 arrested. 
A 


few state police received contusions 
from sticks and stones. 


Remember that an army of nearly 


150,000 were on strike in Pennsyl- 
vania and that more than 10,000 
plants were affected. 
Maine, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 


North 
Carolina, South 
Carolina, 
Alabama, Tennessee and Georgia 
found it necessary to call out • the 


National Guard during'the textile 
strike. 
• ; ; . ' . • 


At least 14 people were killed In 
riots outside Pennsylvania. In Penn- 
sylvania there was only one death, 
and that came after the: textile 
strike was over. That 
was. the 


shooting of a man at Bridgeport, 
allegedly by a deputy sheriff. 


I have only the heartiest com- 


mendation . for 
Major Lynn 
G. 


Adams, superintendent of state po- 
Ice, and his men. They acted fair- 
ly and impartially throughout the 
trouble. Then- fairness and imparr 
iiality in strikes have gained them 
;he respect of .both strikers 
and 


mill owners, and citizens of Penn- 
sylvania generally. That has been 
tha secret of. their success. 
The 


first duty o£ any police power is to 
defend the rights of citizens. When 
that power is abused, trouble re- 
sults. 
, 
' 


A Pennsylvania 
newspaper 
re- 
cently printed a photograph depict- 
ing a. strike in Rhode Island and 
a strike in Pennsylvania, The Rhode 
Island .picture .showed strikers fight- 
ing with National Guardsmen in a 
shameful riot. .The Pennsylvania 
picture showed strikers 
parading 


down -the street in an orderly and 
peaceful fashion without disorder of 
any kind. That comparison rings 
true.

We had a minimum of disorder 


and violence in Pennsylvania dur- 
ing the recent textile strike. 


The reason we didn't have nearly 


the trouble they had in a lot of 
.states was that workers and em- 
ployers alike know that the state 
police are fair and will not stand 
for violence, no matter who is to 
blame. 


The state police .in Pennsylvania 
are just as ready to arrest trouble- 
making deputy sheriffs in the em- 
ploy of companies as they are to ar- 
rest strikers who resort to violence. 
And the state police are just as 
ready to defend the rights of the 
workers to free speech and free as- 
sembly as they are to protect the 
property of mill owners from dam- 
age. 


In fee first place, the state police 


never go around looking for trouble. 
Except when sudden violence breaks 
out, they do not interfere in strike 
troubles until the sheriff 
of -the 


county in which the trouble is oc- 
curring asks for help. And when 
they do go in they take over the en- 
tire situation. 


The first thing the state police do 


when they take over a situation is 
to get in contact with the local 
leaders of the strikers and come to 
an understanding with them as to 
what is peaceful picketing and what 
is not. At the same time the gen- 
eral leaders of the strike 
get in 


touch with their local men and ar- 
range with them for 
cooperation 


with the state police. In this way 
we have succeeded in avoiding much 
violence 'that would otherwise have 
taken place. 


The state police represent the law. 
They make it clear both to the em- 
ployes and to the employers that 
they are against disorder, and vio- 
lence, no matter from what source, 
and their intervention has been ex- 
ceedingly effective. No other] state 
has equalled the record of Pennsyl- 
vania in the avoidance of violence 
in this strike. 
[ 


During the whole of. .this | great 


textile strike only one man was in- 
jured' by state police. 
That! man 


had his wrist broken in a scuffle 
when resisting an officer. He was 
one of only 'about 25 arrested. A 
few state police received contusions 
from sticks and stones. 


Remember that an army of nearly 


150,000 were on strike in Pennsyl- 
vania and that more than 10,000 
plants were affected. 


Maine, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
North Carolina, South 
Carolina, 


Alabama, Tennessee, and Georgia 
found it necessary to call out • the 


National Guard during'the textile 
strike. 


'At least 14 people were killed in 
riots outside Pennsylvania. In Penn- 
sylvania there was only one death, 
and that came after the textile 
strike was over. 
That 
was- the 


shooting of a man at Bridgeport, 
allegedly by a deputy sheriff. 


I have only .the heartiest com- 


mendation 
for Major Lynn 
G. 


Adams, superintendent of state po- 
lice, and his men. They acted fair- 
ly and .impartially throughout the 
trouble. Their fairness and impar- 
tiality in strikes have gairied them 
the respect of both strikers and 
mill owners, and citizens of Penn- 
sylvania generally. That has been 
the secret of their success. 
The 


first duty of any police power is to 
defend the rights of citizens. When 
that power is abused, trouble re- 
sults. 


A Pennsylvania 
newspaper 
re- 


cently printed a photograph depict- 
ing a. strike in Rhode Island and 
a strike in Pennsylvania, The Rhode 
Island .picture showed strikers fight- 
ing with National Guardsmen in a 
shameful riot. '.The Pennsylvania 
picture showed" strikers 
parading 


down the street in an orderly and 
peaceful fashion without disorder of 
any kind. That comparison rings 
true.

YOUNG MAN IS 


NOW RECOVERING

BRYN MAWR, Pa., Oct. 17.—Wil- 


liam Ronan, 20-year-old Consho- 
hocben athlete, today had won the 
greatest fight of his career—a bat- 
tle against death. 


In one of the strangest cases on 


record at the Institution, the youth 
was taken to Bryn Mawr hospital 
last Saturday night suffering from 
a deadly poison contained in a dye 
which had been used to blacken a 
pair of football shoes he wore while 
playing with a Conshohocken grid- 
iron team that afternoon. 


During the play his feet absorbed 


the dye. Shortly after the game Ro- 
nan became ill. By the time he 
reached the office of his physician 
his face had turned blue. 


Out of'Dancer 


The poison was absorbing the 


oxygen in the victim's blood. Tak- 
ing in the situation at a glance, the 
doctor gave the youth emergency 
treatment and kept him away from 
mirrors, fearing the athlete might 
suffer a serious shock if he wit- 
nessed the color of his face. 


At Bryn Mawr hospital Ronan 


was given quantities of oxygen to 
replenish the depleted supply In his 
blood. He rallied to the treatment 
and doctors today said he was out 
of danger. 


The dye, doctors •said, contained 
aniline, a deadly poison. 
Usually, 


it was explained, such dyes are 
marked "not to be used while shoes 
are being worn," because of the 
known danger of absorption of pois- 
onous Ingredients in the dye.

Generally recognized as the great- 


est American fresh water game fish, 
smallmouth bass do not, however, 
match the weight of their cousins, 
the largemouth bass. A smallmouth 
•weighing four pounds is regarded by 
nnglers ns an unusually big fish for 
the species. Occasionally, in Penn- 


sylvania waters, smallmouth bass 
weighing five pounds are taken, but 
when they go over that weight they 
are highly unusual and are to be 
recognized as real grand-daddies of 
the smallmouth clan.

mouth bass streams In the state. 
Glass caught three other big bass ol 
sufficient size to bring gaspi; to fish- 
ermen.
